The last day's session of the state 
conference and charities was one of 
the best, the interest 
manifested 


having been apparently greater and 
the attendance 
better. 
The day 


commenced ?.t 8 o'clock with the 
round tables, conducted by the asso- 
ciated charities, state institutions 
and child savings sections. 
At each 


of these round tables topics of inter- 
est to the workers along the lines 
were discussed, and many beneficial 
sugestions were made and points re- 
lative to various kinds of work 
brough out. 


At 9 o'clock a general meeting on 


the subject of child-saving was held. 
Splendid addresses were made by 
Miss Mary A. Qoldizen, of Lafay- 
ette and Mrs. Julia E. Work, of In- 
dianapolis. 
These were followed by 


a number of papers, among them the 
following: "The Truency Law," Su- 
perintendent of Public Instructions 
Jones; "Child Labor Law," Factory 
Inspector 
McAbee; 
"Dependent 


Children Laws," W. B. Streeter, state 
agent board of charities; "Curfew Or- 
dinance," Superintendent 
of Police 


Quigley, of Indianapolis; "Vacation 
Schools," Mrs. Philip Rappaport, In- 
dianapolis. 
The titles of the papers 


indicate the general 
nature, and 


much general information was given, 
not only as to the workings of the 
laws, but the laws themselves. 


In the afternoon the delegates vis- 


ited the state soldiers' home, situ- 
ated on historical laud, and certain- 
ly is one of the most beautiful places 
in the country, one cannot but be en- 
chanted. The state has done well by 
the veterans, but nothing beyond 
what is deserved. 
Persons travel 


throughout the country for beautiful 
scenery, but nothing more beautiful 
can be found anywhere than the 
landscape view from the site of the 
soldiers' home. 


The conference ended last evening 


with a meeting devoted to the in- 
terests of the state institutions. Dr. 
S. E. Smith, of Richmond, presided, 
and besides his paper on the "Care 
of the Insane," T. J. Charlton, of 
Plainfleld, told of the work of the 
reformed school for boys, and Mr. 
Alexander Johnson, 
of the 
feeble 


minded school, read a paper advocat- 
ing an Indiana institution for epi- 
leptics, admirable, as are all his ad- 
dresses. 


The next conference will be held 


at New Albany in November, 1900, 
under the presidency of W. C. Ball, 
of the Terre Haute Gazette. In the 
selection of officers. Fort Wayne was 
recognized by placing Mr. Alexander 
Johnson on the executive committee.

ment of Judge Dawson's death, told 
also of the deepest sympathy of ab- 
sent friends. 


The funeral services of Judge 


Dawson were extremely simple, in 
compliance with the wishes of him- 
self and family, but an immense 
throng of friends came to pay the 
last tribute of respect to his memory. 
The members of the Allen county bar 
went in a body to the Dawson home, 
on West Wayne street, joining many 
citizens already there, and the serv- 
ices began at 2:30 o'clock. 


The casket was of black, rich but 


simple, and the features of the dead 
man appeared almost as natural as 
in life. There was no trace of the 
effects of the disease from which he 
had suffered, and it seemed as though 
he h~d fallen into a restful sleet). 
The floral offerings were very pro- 
fuse and veiy elaborate. 
Perhaps 


the most notable was a magnificent 
robe of roses, which completely cov- 
ered the casket. It was the gift of 
the members of the bar. 


The music was rendered by Messrs. 


E. F. Yainelle and A. J. Lang. 
There was no funeral discourse. Rev. 
Wagenhals simply read some pas- 
sages of scripture and offered prayer, 
and at its close the friends gathered 
there were permitted to take their 
last look at the fallen jurist. 


The pall bearers, both honorary 


and active, were selected from the 
members of the bar, and were as fol- 
lows: Honorary—Judge John Mor- 
ris, Judge L. M. Ninde, Judge W. G. 
Colerick, Judge Edward O'Rourke, 
Judge Robert S. ''Taylor and Judge 
S. M. Hench. Active—Henry Coler- 
ick, Samuel L. Morris, A. A. Furman, 
William P. Breen, H. C. Hanna and 
J. M. Barrett. The interment was 
private, and only the family and a 
few intimate friends were present as 
the remains were consigned to the 
tomb.

"He was a fluent speaker, an elo-

Hoi* to fare For Book.. 


Books last and look new when care-

worn and soiled. When cleaning them, 
remove them from the shelves and dust 
each book with a soft cloth.

Do not 
put the books back until the shelves are 
thoroughly dry. If leaving home for a 
long period, it is well to cover each 
book with brown paper.

To know him. as 
he was known by his friends, was to 
love him. The people of this county 
appreciated his great worth and man- 
ifested their confidence in, and admi- 
ration for, him by conferring on him 
high honors in official life. He never 
betrayed their confidence by abusing 
any trust reposed in him, but per- 
formed its duties with signal ability 
and fidelity. His humanity and love 
for his fellow-man were boundless.

Helen F. Fleming, Helen F. Guild 
and Maria B. Gorsline, an election of 
officers took place resulting as fol- 
lows: 


President—H. P. Dannecker. 
Treasurer—Alexander Johnson. 
Secretary—M. B. Gorsline. 
This meeting was held November 


18, 1898. at the office of A. It. Bit- 
tingfr, at which time and place the 
case of Bsinard Johnson was brought 
before the board and steps taken for 
the relief and care of six children, 
four cf whom being under the ags of 
15 years, were taken in charge by 
the board, and the two older ones 
placed under the care of a guardian 
appointed by Judge O'Rourke. 


.Twenty-two cases have been cared 


for by the board during the past year 
and have been disposed of as follows: 
Six have been assigned to the care 
of regularly appointed 
guardians, 


three have been placed in homes un- 
der the care of competent and trust- 
worthy people who are made respon- 
sible for theii education and careful 
training. 


One young girl who had no mother, 


and whose father was unable or un- 
willing to control her, was sent to 
ine Good Shepherd in Cincinnati, 0. 
Two girls who were fast going to 
ruin and wbo were brought to the no- 
tice of the board by the Humane offi- 
cer, were given to their mothei. who 
took them out of the city. One boy 
also was turned over to his father 
and is no longer a resident of the 
city. 


Four were turned over to Bishop 


Rademacher, who placed them in 
school, while five children, all under 
the age of 9 years, remain in the 
hands of the guardians and are at- 
tending the public school.

The delay is all to the good, inas- 


much as it gives time for further ne- 
gotiations, and today's indications 
apparently show a willingness on the 
part of the British government to 
continue diplomacy. 


TRYING TO BACK OUT. 


A well defined conviction is pre- 


valent that the foreign office is try- 
ing- to discover a way out of the im- 
passe which has been created by ad- 
mitted mistakes and miscalcula- 
tions; and it is evident that peace 
advocates and peace counsels are 
gaining ground.

her about. 


The mules were hurled from side 


the Philippines. 
This was learned 


positively last night although the 
bishop himself is reticent as to his 
plans and refused to admit anything, 
more than that he was going to Hon- 
olulu.

sible for their education and careful 
training. 


One young girl who Imd no mother, 


and whose father was unable or un- 
willing to control her, was sent to 
tne Good Shepherd in Cincinnati, O. 
Two girls who were fast going to 
ruin ond who were brought to the no- 
tice of the board by the Humane offi- 
cer, were given to their mother, who 
took them out of the city. 
One boy 


also ivas turned over to his father 
and is no longer a resident of the 
city. 


Four were turned over to Bishop 


Radcmacher. who placed them in 
school, while live children, all under 
the age of 9 years, remain in the 
hands of the guardians and are at- 
tending the public school. 


•The unqualified success of this first 


year's work Is proof that the nppoint- 
meiit of a board of children's guar- 
dians for the H.I 1 vat ion nnd edncatloi 
of the children of this class in Allen 
county was a step In the right direc- 
tion. 


Many of these children by reason 


of their environments, training; n 
habits are unfit for admission to the 
Orphans' home, and can only be saved 
by the most watchful care and spe- 
cial training, and what is needed 
greatly by this board at present is a 
home of their own where these chil- 
dren can be cared for in such n man- 
ner that they may grow into self-re- 
specting men and women instead of 
being left to grow up in ignorance 
and become a menace to society. 


The members of the board 
feel 


greatly indebted to A. H. Bittinge 
who has at all times been ready to 
aid them in every possible way, not 
only by his legal knowledge, but has 
given the use of his 
office for all 


meetings often to the exclusion of his 
clients and greatly to the interfer- 
ence of his business. Also to Judge 
S. B. Davis, of Vigo county, who 
gave during the first of the yeni 
many valuable suggestions and 
structions to Mrs. Jennie Myerhoff, 
member of the board of guardians at 
Evansville, and lastly to our own 
county commissioners, who have been 
in full accord with them in tin 
work and have helped to make the 
work successful during the past year 


Eight regular meetings* and eight 


special meetings have been held, the 
date of the last meeing being Octo- 
ber 3, 1899, and this being the an- 
nual meeting the board received no- 
tice of the reappointment of H. P 
Dannecker and Alexander Johnsoi 
for a term of three years, theii 
former term of one year having ex 
pired on the 2tst of September. 
The 


board at once reorganized and re- 
elected all the officers who served las' 
year.
